Government -has established a 
price ceiling policy that goes into effect 
today. The prices of consumer. goods from 
now on are governed by \the- maximum 
prices that were charged during the. base 
period from September 15th to October 
ith. If the. prices. of goods have risen 
above the level set on the above date then 
they must. be-reduced. : : 
No thinking person wants inflation with 
all its attendant evils:which were so well 
exemplified in Germany. after -the last 
war. However, the Nazis so far have 
avoided inflation in their own country and 
others under their power by strict control 
of prices as well as the supply of goods to 
the public. What they have done surely a 
democratic country like Canada can do— 
in fact we must do it if we are to achieve 
the objective that has been set. - 

We realize that many vexatious ques- 
tions will arise that will need prompt 
solution and also, no policy whose ramifi- 
eations are as extensive ag the price 
ceiling can be administered withgut some 
one getting hurt. To the individual 
involved it will seem unjust: and discrim- 
inatory but when one reflects on the 
result to be achieved then we think that 
personal sacrifices must be made for the 
good of the people as a whole.

Prices May be Different in Different Stores 
‘There has always been a difference in prices in different 
stores—even stores in the same locality. This may depend on the 
kind of service the’ store gives, or the way it operates. Some 
stores, for instance, have delivery service, give credit, or provide 
other extra services, 

Under the new Price Ceiling Order there will still be differ- 
ences in prices at different stores. The new price regulations 
will not do away with competition. The highest prices in any 
particular store must not be higher than the highest prices in 
force in that store during the period September 1$ to October 11. 
They may be a little lower or a little higher than the prices in 
other stores, 

The prices you will mark down will be the highest prices 
charged at the stores where you shop.
